All that certain grist and saw-mill property situated at the village of Chuckatuck, in said county, and 
known as Crump’s mill property, of which George H. Crump died seised and possessed, together with 
the franchises and privileges belonging to the same, including three acres of land, more or less, lying 
on the south side of the mill-pond and the mill-stream which runs from the flood-gates to Chuckatuck 
creek, The property is at the head of Chuckatuck creek and 1% miles from the wharf at the head of 
navigation on said creek, and 2% miles from a steamboat wharf on Nansemond river. 

‘ The grist-mill is run by a large overshot wheel 12 by 12 feet, and consists of a three-story 
building 34 by 44 feet, and a two-story wing 24 by 24 feet, supplied with two sets of runners—one set 
suitable for grinding corn and the other for grinding wheat—and elevators to carry grain to any part 
of the building for storage or feeding the mill, with attachments for bolting meal and flour, and large 
hopper scales connected with the elevators, and all other necessary fixtures complete for a large mill 
business. 

The saw-mill is adjacent to the grist-mill and is run by a 27-inch Burnham turbine wheel with 
a fall of fourteen feet of water, and plenty of house-room for the manufacture of truck or fruit boxes, 
etc. Blacksmith and wheelwright shops are attached to the property. 

The water power, one of the best in eastern Virginia, is supplied by a large mill-pond and is 
ample to run the machinery of the mills. ‘The entire property is in good order and yields a large 
annual income. Its location makes it desirable.
